Union Pacific Mechanics In- 
augurate a Strike. 


The Trouble General All Along the 
Lime of the Road. 


It Was Caused by the Company’s Re- 
fusal to Sign Agreements. 


The Road in Good Shape for the Strike— 
The Rolling Stock in Condition 
to Kan Ninety Days or 
: Longer, 


“By Telegrayh to The Times. 


Omana, April 17.—|By the Associ- 
ated Press.}] Six hundred “men em- 
ployed in the Union Pacific shops here 
struck at noon. The men who went out 


were machinists, boiler-makers, black- 


smiths, molders and ,pattern makers. 
The exnployés claim the company has 
acted in bad faith concerning the ful- 
fillment of the agreement entered into 
to allow the force of men employed to 
reduce itself when the time of employ- 
ment was below the standard of nine 
hours a day. It is claimed the 
pany, instead of allowing the force of 
men employed to reduce itself, actually 
has kept up the fuil quota of men, and 
in some shops, Omaha included, has in- 
creased its force. The company not 
only increased its force, but reduced 
the standard of time from nine 
hours to eight hours for a working day 
on January 15 of this year. The em- 
ployés claim to have a written agtfee- 
ment signed by General Manager Dick- 
inson and Assistant Superintendent 
Mertzheimer that while the men were 
working eight hours the places of the 
men who leave the service of the com- 
pany should not be filled, except when 
absolutely necessary in order to carry 
on the work to advantage. _. 
CAUSE OF THE STRIKE. 

The aggrieved employés claim that 
no effort has been made by the company 
to live up to the terms of the agrees 
ment, and that, while they are working 
on an eight-hour basis, other roads pay- 
our 
their men tenhoursa day. 

The Executive Board, representing 
the employés, has been endeavoring to 
persuade President S. H. H. Clark and 
J. H, McConnell, general master me- 


chanic. of the Union Pacific to 


odi ‘view rning the in- 

rpretation of the agreement to re- 
duce the force and increase the work- 
ing hours from eight to nine. 

The officials held several conferences 
‘with the committee, but were unable to- 
arrive at a satisfactory agreement, and“ 
the strike today was the result. 

J. H, McConnell, superintendent of 
motive power, in an interview, said: 
‘The difficulty is not a matter of wages 
or hours of work, but simply a refusal 
on the part of the company to sign the 
new contracts submitted by the men 
regulating the conditions under which 
they should work.” 

‘THE FIRST PROPOSITION 
wes submitted to him, which he refused 
to sign. It was then taken to Mr. 
Clark, who also declined. One of the 
primary objections to the contract de- 
manded was that when it became neces- 
‘sary to reduce expenses, and the men 
were obligedto work eight hours per 
dav, the company should not employ 
any new boiler-makers, machinists, 
blacksmiths or molders. The men 
finally withdrew this proposition, and 
presented another, which provided that 


| when working eight hofifs per day, the 


company should not employ any of the 
above-named craftsmen until after 10 
percent of the force had been dis- 
charged. This, McConnell _ stated, 
would prevent the hiring of men ‘while 
working eight hours, thereby _prac- 
tically taking the control of the hiring 
of men out of the company’s hands. 
NUMBER OF MEN OUT. 

The strike will affect about twenty- 
five hundred men on the system, and 
only interests the workers of iron, or 
those men working eight hours instead 
of nine. The towns most affected, in 
addition to Omaha, are Denver, 
Cheyenne, Salt Lake, Rawlins, Arm- 


Lagrande and Shoshone. 

‘From conversations with the officials, 
the consensus of opinion was that the 
road had never been in better condition 
to undergo a strike than at the present 
time. The rolling stock is in much bet- 
ter shape, although at the end of 
winter, than in October last. Of the 
160 engines on the Nebraska division 
alone, there is not one that has not 
been in the shops in the last nine 
months, and the shops have been turn- 
ing out two engines, on an average, per 
day, all of them having undergone 
light or heavy repairs. The officials do 
not hesitate to say that they can goon 
for the next ninety days witLout the 
men who walked out today. 

President Clark refused to make any 
detailed statement of the differences 
between the men and the company, 
saying his remarks might be miscon- 
strued, and irritation would rise. He 
believed the men as a-whole would not 
act rashly and that thestrike would'not 
be general. The men, he said, simply 
asked more than the company would 
grant, and that he could not, to the ex- 
tent desired, surrender his authority 
over them. 


IN THE FAR WEST. 


The Strike General Along the Line Except 
at Denver. 

Denver, April 17.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.|] Thethreatened strike of 
the machinists, boiler-makers and black- 
smithsemployed inthe Union Pacific 
shops here did not occur today. The 
men are in the dark regarding the 
cause of the trouble, and tonight a com- 
mittee was sent to Omaha to straighten 
‘things out. Many of the men employed 
in the shops aré Knights of Labor, the 
balance consisting of members of the 
Amalgamated Association and the En- 
gineers, Boiler-makers and Machinists 
Association. Should the strike go into 
effect, there will be about one hundred 


and fifty trades unionists who will walk

strong, Pocotello, Evanston, Laramie, ' 


out of the Denver shops, while about 
two hundred who belong to the Knights 
of Labor wiil remain at their posts, as 
they have received orders from -Assem- 
bly No. 82, which governs the Knights

At Laramie, Wyo., about thirty men 
quit work. It is thought at Laramie 


men on the Union Pacific not 10 per 
cent. will go out on the orders issued 
trom Omaha. 

At Cheyenne sixty-eight machinists 

and boiler-makers went out today, in 
obedience to the orders received from 
Omaha. 
At Salt Lake, Utah, fifty boiler- 
makers, machinists and blacksmiths, 
out of a force of 200 shopmen, went 
out. Advices received at the Salt Lake 
Union Pacific headquarters report the 
strike general over the. system, and 
that it extends to Butte, on the Utah 
Northern, to Portland, Or., on the Ore- 
gon Short Line, and to Cheyenne, along 
the line in Wyoming. 


DEAD ENGINES. * 


The Santa Fe Ruilroad Short on Motive 
Power—The Agreements. 

Wicuita, April 17,—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] Allthe freight trains on 
the Newton and Purcell division of the 
Santa Fé, and on the Wichita Western, 
have been abandoned for lack of en- 
gines. There are twelve dead engines 
at Newton, seventeen at Arkansas City, 
nineteen at Purcell, and the road has 
no means of making the repairs neces- 
sary to put them in service. There 
were fifteen trains of cattle in the Pur- 
celi yards this morning, and only four 
available engines, including two switch 
engines sent down from the yards here. 

Toreka, April 17.—A joint meeting 
was held here tonight by the Santa F4 
engineers, conductors, firemen, brake- 
men and switchmen to discuss the strike 
situation. The strikers say Superin- 
tendent MacHinery said that all the 
agreements are now considered off by 
the road. Committees were appointed to 
wait upon the management and see if 
the agreements are considered can- 
celled, if such is the case the men do 
not hesitate tosay that more of them 
will go out. 


DETROIL. 


Fast Time Made by the New United 
States Cruiser. 


She Runs the Last Nine Miles of Her Trial 
Trip at a Speed Exceeding 
Twenty-three Miles 

per Hour, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New Lonpon (Ct.,) April 17. —[By 
the Assoviated Press.] The new United 
States cruiser Detroit made a glorious 
record on her trial trip today. It has 
been a tedious wait, but it proved of 
great advantage to the builders. The 
weather was fine and the water could 
“hardly have been in better condition. 
The Detroit started out about 8:15 
with the Naval Board aboard, and 11:30 
was decided upon as the time for the 
real start. Up to that time she was 


of the starting point. 
started her engines :were kept vibrat- 
ing to their full capacity fora long time. 
It took but 29 minutes 14 seconds to 
reach the Bache, which was anchored 
about nine miles from thestart, and the 


}center stake boat was passed 31 min- 


utes 46 seconds later. In 28 minutes 
17 seconds more she reached the Blake, 
about nine miles further on, and 29 
minutes 17 seconds later had passed 
the boat at the end of the course. 
6 minutes 46 seconds were occupied in 
turning and coming again upon e 
course. The run to the Blake was 
made in 27.minutes 37 seconds, and 
to the center stake boat in 26 minutes 
88 seconds. The Bache was made in 
29 minutes 12 seconds. Next came 
the most exciting nine miles of 
the whole run, because it was the 
fastest. There had been some shak- 
ing up of things on board before, 
but now every evidence of speed was 
multiplied, and the Detroit flew across 
the finish linein 25 minutes 55 seconds, 
after passing the last stake-boat ata 
speed of slightly over twenty knots, or 
upward of twenty-three miles per hour. 


RAN AMUCK. 


A Negro Prisoner in Auburn Kills Con- 
victs, 


AvuBurRN (N..Y.,) April 17.—[By the 
Associated Press.| John Johnson, 
known as the ‘Blue nigger from Clyde,”’ 
ran amuck in the broom shop of the 
Auburn prison this morning. Armed 
with a shatp knife, used in cutting 
broom corn, he first attacked Charles 
Peck, a fellow-convict, leaving him dead 
in his tracks. He next fatally stabbed 
Daniel Britten, a conv ict, and severely 


the knife entered Britten’s stomach. 
He now lies in a pre@arious condition 
in the hospital. It is thought he will 
die. 

Johnson stabbed right and left while 

he was at liberty. The blade of the 
knife was broken offduring the melee 
and cannot be found. He directed a 
vicious blow at Keeper Mitchell after 
the blade was broken, but did not pen- 
etrate his.clothing. The keeper drew 
his revolver, but just as he was about to 
pull the trigger somebody hit’ his arm, 
and the ball went wide of its mark, It 
frightened Johnson into surrendering, 
however. He was takento the prison 
jail. 
; Peck came to his death by & wound in 
the breast which penetrated his heart. 
‘The autopsy showed a gash in the 
heart in which a finger could be in- 
serted.

The City of Zante Wrecked 
by Several Shocks. 


Many Lives Lost and a Large Amount 
of Property Destroyed. 


Twenty Bodies Recovered from the 
Wrecked Buildings. 


The Survivors Escape, Panic Stricken, to 
Places of Safety—Many Are With- | 
out Shelter, and Few 
Have Food.

ATHENS, April 17,—[By Cable and As-. 
sociated Press.] Thé Island of. Zante, 
one of the principle ones of the Ionian 
group, was visited by a most destructive 
earthquake this morning. The greater 
part of the city of Zante was destroyed. 
The people were panic-stricken. The 
streets are. blocked with the débris of 
the wrecked houses. So far twenty 


-bodies have been recovered, and it is 


feared many more are stil] buried in the 
ruins. Many of the indabitants fled to 
the plains back of the city, where they 
wandered about, bemoaning the loss of 
relatives by the recent earthquake. 
The city presents a scene of utter deso- 
lation. It is doubtful if it ever recovers 
from the series of disasters which have 
recently befallen it. There vill be 
great destitution, and outside help is 
urgently needed. 

The earthquake shock occurred at 
7:30a.m., and a majority of the build- 
ings that stood erect in the shocks of 
February and March were either 


unsafe for occupancy. The Church of 
St. Dionysius and the government 
offices were thrown down. Advices 
from the interior show that the whole 
island has been devastated and many 
of the villages destroyed. It is thought 
the ioss of life will be very great. The 
news of the disaster comes in slowly, 
as communication with the interior of 
the island has been greatly interrupted 
by the destruction of many of the tele- 
graph lines. The full extent cf the ca-

It is pointed out here that the disas- 
ter isa confirmation of the prediction 
made a few days ago by Prof. Falb, 
who predicted the former earthquakes 
and said that disturbances more serious 
than the recent ones. would occur on 
April 16 or 17. His prediction proved 
true, for this morning’s shock was the 
most severe that has ever visited the 
Island of Zante, which is noted for 
earthquakes.

It was far more violent than the first.

The morning broke 
with lovely weather and a cloudless 
sky. Without warning the island 
oscillated. with intense violence, 
from east to west, for nearly a minute.

The streets presented a terrible specta- 
cle. Entire blocks of houses were in 
ruins. There are fissures in the roads 
over fifty yards in length. All the 
church belfries and hotels are either 
down or tottering to ruins. There are 
not a dozen houses on the whole 
island inhabitable. The killed -in 
the town number fourteen and in 
the villages sixteen. The injured 
number about two hundred. The vic- 
tims are less numerous than might have 
been expected. Owing to the hour of 
the shock, in the villages the destruc- 
tion is incalculable, not one stone being 
left upon another. At the southeastern 
part of the island, nearest the center 
of the shock, there are fissures two feet 
wide. There was also a distinct tidal 
wave.

The battle was long’ 
and bitterly contested, but finally the 
guard was victorious. Four of the 
miners were killed and many wounded. 
This affray has added greatly to the ex- 
| citement in the town, and there is dan- 
ger of a more serious outbreak. 

MORE THREATENING. | 

Ina fight between the workingmen 
and the civic guard, in- the~ streets of 
Mons, fourteen soldiers were wounded. 
Three will not recover. 

Dispatches from Antwerp this even- 
ing show the situation to be more 
threatening since noon. The stfikers 
bave gathered repeatedly in large 
groups throughout the northern dis- 
trict. At 3o’clock a squadron of po- 
lice, riding with drawn swords 
against the workingmen, were over- 
whelmed with a shower of stones and 
timbers. The police retired in con- 
fusion. While reserves were being 
summoned the strikers threw up bar- 
ricades in the side streets, and women 
and children hastened from the houses 
with firearms. When another squadron 
of the police, supported by a detach- 
ment of the ccivic guard, tried half an 
hour later to drive back the men, they 
were met with volleys from the revolvers 
and rifles of the men behind the barri- 
cades, Many soldiers were wounded 
and removed to the hospital. Addi- 
tional troops were summoned, and the 
barricades were then carried. Crowds 
were still gathering in the northern 
district this evening and more fighting 
is expected. 

MILITARY MEASURES. 

Extraordinary military measures will 
‘be adopted tomorfow to preserve order 
in the city. Strong reinforcements of 
chasseurs and carboniers are arriving 
with every train this evening. 

t is reported the Premier has pro- 
posed to the King that Parliamect be 
dissolved and a general election be 
held. 

Jamson, the Radical leader in the 
Chamber, is said to have demanded an 
audience with the King. The anxiety 
as to the events of tomorrow is intense. 
The news from Mons and Antwerp has 
stricken the more prosperous classes 
with panic.

BENTLEY ON. TRIAL. 


Charged With the Murder of His 
Wife. 


F 


W. F, Nordholt the First Witness for 


the Prosecution. 


The Son of the Dead | Woman Tells 
of Her Last Moments. 


‘Susptoious Circumstances Connected With 
Her Death Given in Detaiti—The 
Hasband’s Queer Actions at 
That Time. 


Court yesterday Henry Bentley ap- 
peared before Judge Smith and a jury 
to answer to the charge of murder pre- 
ferred against him by W. F. Nordholt, 


death of his wife, Gregoria Reves de 
Bentley, the mother of the complainant, 
on January last. 

The circumstances surrounding the 
case are, briefly stated, as follows: 
Bentley, who is a coarse-featured man, 
about 40 years of age, was employed as 
a coachman in this city previous to 
his marriage with the deceased. 
To his intimates he had fre- 
quently expressed his determination to 
better his position by marrying 
a rich woman, but little attention was 
paid to his statements atthe time. In’ 
1891, however, he met Mrs. Gregoria 
Reyes de Ward (better known as Nord- 
holt,) an elderly lady, who, in spite of 
the fact that she had. buried one hus- 
band and divorced another, was still 
willing to embark again upon 
troubled sea of matrimony. As she was 
reputed to be worth in the neighbor- 
hood of $100,000, Bentley lost no time 
in wooing-her, for, on August 25, 1891, 
he quietly married her at San José, 
much to the surprise of her friends and 
relatives, who were unaware of ber in- 
tention. Mrs. Bentley immediately 
transferred all her real property to her 
husband, made a will in which she be- 
queathed to him all the residue of her 
estate in case of her death, and. gave 
him unlimited power of attorney 
to collect’ her income of $300 
a month during her lifetime. On the 
morning of Janury 1 last, Mrs. Bentley 
died suddenly, and, although nothing was 
said of the affair at the time, her heirs 
subsequently caused her body-to be ex- 
humed, and an autopsy held, as the re-’ 


sult of which it was learned that her 
death was caused by strychnine poison-. 
ing. Suspicion at once fell upon Bent- 


ley, who was arrested on January 81 
last. 
As at the preliminary ‘examination, 


Messrs. G. J. Denis, J. V. Hannon. and 
Assistant District Attorney Skinner ap- 
peared on behalf of the State to con- 
duct the prosecution, while the defend- 
ant was represented by Messrs. Ben 
Goodrich, Anderson & Anderson and 
George Hayford. 


The whole of the morning and part of

Mr. Nordholt stated that hig mother 
was 67 years of age when she died.

Bentley and she retired that night to 
their room, and Mr. Nordholt also slept: 
in the house. On the morning follow- 
ing the witness arose quite early to go 
to Alhambra. He was awakened by 
the hired girl, and, as he passed down 
the hall, he heard his mother’s voice 
calling that there was a buggy waiting 
for him and inquiring where he was 
oing. He replied that he was going to 
Alhambra to see his sister, and aftera 
few more words he went out and got 
into the waiting vehicle. The door 
to his mother’s room was locked 
when he passed down. Later in 
the day, upon returning from Alham- 
bra, he met Bentley and Dr. Burnett 
standing on the sidewalk down town. 
Bentley told him that Mrs. Bentley was 
very sick, and that he was afraid she 
was going to die, and asked him to take 
the doctor down to the house as soon as 
possible. Dr. Burnett got in and the 
two drove rapidly to the Bentley home. 
Dr. Burnett went immediately into the 
‘house, and the witness followed shortly 
afterward. When he got inside he was 
told that his mother was dead. He 
walked out of the room then and went 
to the undertaker’s. When he came 
back he found Bentley in the back yard 
washing a buggy. As the witness ap- 
proached Bentley asked him if the 
doctor had issued a certificate of death. 
He (Bentley) said he had received two 
certificates. Bentley then tqid him 
that he would look after the buying of 
the casket and other funeral arrange- 
ments. The witness did not, know. what 
Bentley’s occupation was previous to 
his marriage with Mrs., Nordholt. ‘The 
two were married in San José on August 
25, 1891. 

The question as to how long Mrs. 
Bentley remained in the northern part 
of the State at the time of her mar- 
riage was opjected to by the defense as

End of the Coal Age Approaching. 

What the discovery and utilization of 
coal for fuel has amounted to in the 
material advancement of the world is 
past all computation. It has been so 
important a factor in domestic life, in 
manufactures and in transportation 


that many writers have quite appro- 


priately termed this the coal age. But 

there are now many indications going 

to show that this important epoch is 

drawing to a close; to use a cant term 

much in vogue, weosare nearing the fin 
de siecle. This does not imply that the 

industrial world is going to take a back- 
ward step, on the contrary, it - will 

be a most decided forward move- 

ment. But the prospective change is 

inevitable for two principal reasons: 

First, because the coal supply is run-. 
ning short in many parts of the world; 
second, because better and cheaper 
means of securing heat and power are 
crowding to the front. - 

‘The recent strike of coal miners in 
Belgium has again brought into notice 
the fact that the workings of that coun- 
try have been pushed to such a depth 
that they cannot go much farther. At 
the same time the conditions of the 
trade have grown steadily worse, so 
that the more trying and dangerous the 
employment of mining has become the 
less wages the operatives have received. 
The men and women who have been 
employed underground have been bru- 
talized to the last degree, and thev eke 
out a living that is little better than 
starvation. I e face of all this the 
masters in Belgitim have recently made 
a still further reduction in wages, and 
the straits of the miners are so great 
that they have been obliged to accept 
these terms. From the mere nature of 
the case coa)-mining in Belgium cannot 
be continued many years longer. 

The situation in other European coun- 
tries, and especially in great Britain, is 
but little, if anv, better. Away back 
in 1866 the -philosopher, John Stuart 
Mill, then a member of Parliament, 
pointed out, in the course of a speech, 
that, according to expert estimates, the 
coal supply available ataless depth 
than 4000 feet from the surface would 
be used up in three or four generations. 
It was not then possible, nor is it yet,to 
mine coal with advantage or safety at a 
greater depth than 4000 feet. This 
speech created a profound impression 
in England. Mr. Gladstone, then Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, indorsed Mr. 
| Mill’s forecast, and said that, if condi- 
tions were not materially changed, 
Great Britain would have no available 
coal supply after 1970. A royal com- 
mission, appointed in 1866 to investi- 
gate the matter, postponed the day of 
coal exhaustion about three hundred 
years by supposing a number of things 
—e. g., that, as many geologists be- 
lieved, coal would be found under the 
new red sandstone; that science would 
make deeper mining possible, and that 
consumption would be economized by 
better methods of burning fuel in fur- 
naces, etc. 

However, it was only six years 
later—in 1872—that some of the best 
English mines actually gave out, and 
the price of coal went up to a figure 
before unknown in Great Britain. It 
has had an upward tendency ever since, 
without bettering the .condition of 
operators or miners. Those alluring 
hopes about measures beneath the new 
red sandstone and the rest have not 
been realized. One of Mill’s ‘‘three 
or four generations’’ has passed; the 
child that is born this year will not 
need to attain the age of Gladstone to 
see the year set by that great statesman 
for the exhaustion of the coal mines of 
Great Britain. 

In the United States the situation is 
by no means so pressing, although many 
of the old mines have been worked out. 
The new territory as vet untouched 
would probably be sufficient "o keep 
the machinery of this continent and the 
old world, too, in operation for many 
generations. 

But long before this exigeucy could 
arise we think that the coal age will 
have become a past era, by reason of 
better and cheaper means of securing 
fuel and lights which will come into 
general vogue. We have already found 
valuable substitutes in natural gas and 
in petroleum. The prospects are, how- 
ever, that these sources. of supply are 
not great enough to outlast even the 
fag end of the coal age. 

Electricity generated by water power, 
by wind power or by the utilization of 
some other natural fortes is the 
world’s most important resource. The 
discovery by Prof. Nicola Tesla of a 
method of transmitting an electrical 
current of high potential power over 
long distances with very slight loss fur- 
nishes the key to the situation. The 
great power of the future will be gen- 
erated, probably, by turbine wheels, 
where there are water courses suitable 
for the purpose. It will then be trans- 
mitted to cities and towns, and there

been so wellestablished as to become 
‘an old story, perhaps some new geniis 
will arise and discover a method 
of tapping: nature’s great reservoir 
of electricity direct, giving this 
element to us in inexhaustible supply 
‘without the necessity of generating it 
by ‘machinery. There is no doubt that. 
the eartn, the clouds, the upper atmos- 
phere and perhaps the illimitable inter- 
planetary spaces are fully charged with 
electricity. There are some who Hold 
that electricity is the great dynamic 
agent of the universe. All we need is 
to find a way to intercept this-flow of 
energy and apply it directly to our re- 
quirements. But this may be too far 
ahead in the world’s history to be a 
legitimate subject of speculation at 
present. Certainly if this -feat is 
achieved it will be the crowning act in 
the Alladin-like development of elec- 
trical science, and will give to mankind 
his final triumph over all the elements 
of nature.

Ordinarily there is nothing particularly 
lively about a Pasadena City Council meet- 
ing. but yesterday furnished one of the ex- 
ceptions that provethe rule. Shortly after

The fun came early in the proceedings, 
and for a time the facetiousness of the oc: 
casion was strongly marked. After the 
minutes of the preceding meeting had been 
read by Clerk Dyer and approved and all 
bills filed to date had been referred to the 
Auditing Committee, the motion was put to

Following the communication. came an 
explanation on the part of Mr. Mayer, who 
took occasion in the course of his remarks 
to assert that he was not acting from selfish 
motives at all, but sjmply to secure the 


he had not registered his objections earlier, 
the specifications having been on file for a 
month past, instead of waiting until the 
day for opening the bids, Mr. Mayer stated 
it was only recently he had become inter- 
ested in the subject.

Honor had been busy tor afew minutes, 


jotting down some notes on paper, and 

when he proceeded to read therefrom asol- 

emn silence made itself conspicuously nu- 

merous, metaphorically speaking. 
WHAT THE MAYOR READ: 

‘In the matter of grading streets I teel 
that some explanation is,due to the public 
in vindication of the action of the Trustees 
against the invidious and unfair represent- 
ations made in the petition here presented. 
Ifully exonerate all signers of the petition 

“from wrong motive, and only charge the 
instigator thereof with culpability. It is 
not true that the Street Committee did not 
thoroughly and fully investigate the whole 


Manner of putting down asphaltum pave- 


mént in the several cities visited for that 
purpose, but, on the contrary, did make 
particular examination, and sought the best 
and most reliable information obtainable; 
and that the action of all of the Trustees, 
in adopting specifications for the work, was 
based upon the best knowledge obtainable. 
Mr. Mayer's statements or opinions are en- 
titled to no weight or consideration with 
board after the experience had 
with him in completing the sewer 


- system. Nearly one year ago this board 


was induced to believe Mr. Mayer to be a 
very competent man to supervise the lay- 
ing of the sewer main to the sewer farm, a 
distance of alittle more than a mile, after 
all preliminary surveys had been made. 
He demanded the sum of $750 for such 
service. The board deeming him com. 
petent and not for a moment suspecting 
his integrity, contracted with him to do so. 
The sequal shows that Mr. Mayer wholly 
neglected every requirement on his part, 
causing or permitting such sewer main to 
be put downin an unworkmanlike and un- 
skiliful manner contrary to ordinary com- 
monsense principles, and.in gross violation 
of the specifications relating to the same, 
and before the board could possibly test 
the efficiency of the work he certified that 


*-“ the work was completed according to the 


specifications, presented his bill and col- 
lected his pay. The only real service I 
have any knowledge of performance by 
Mr. Mayer in the aforesaid matter was to 
intrigue with one Bishop, a land-owner, 
over which the sewer main passed, which 
caused this city to pay several hundred 
dollars. The result of the sewer matter is 
too well known tothe people of Pasadena 
to require comment. After purchasing 
over eleven bundred feet of steel pipe, and 
the expenditure of between $1000 and 
$2000 by the city since Mr. Mayer received 
his $740, the sewer ie in a very unsatisfac- 
tory condition.” 

ENSUING EXCITEMENT. 

By the time the Mayor had finished the 
audience exhibited unmistakable signs of 
excitement. Attorney Arthur was grind- 
ing a big wad of paper to pulp between his 
molars, Trustee Olark vigorously tapped 
the table with a nickel leadpencil, Trustee 
Lukens teetered to and froin his big arm 
chair, while Trustees McQuiiling and Cox 
turned their faces toward the wall and tried 
to look pleasant. Mr. Mayer'scountenance 
assumed several different hues, as if by 
anger moved, while the Mayor read, and 
next bim sat Dr. Firth pulling his hand- 
some beard vigorously in a very paroxysm 
of excitement. 

‘That,’’ said Mayor Weed, ashe laid down 


the paper, “is my opinion of Mr. Mayer. 


Let it go for what it is worth."’ 

A moment’s silence, and Mr. Mayer moved 
across the floor and addressed some rather 
forcible remarks to the Mayor, whereupon 
the Mayor intimated that Mr. Mayer was 
unduly excited. Mr. Mayer wanted to 
know why such a paper had been written, 
and the Mayor replied that he had confined 
his thoughts to pen and ink for fear of say- 
ing something a good deal _ worse. 
These pleasantries continued some lit. 
tle time, interspersed with brief re- 
marks by Green, who made 
the very sensible suggestion that provisions 
for a double street-car track on Raymond 
and Fair’Oaks avenues, be incorporated in 
the proceedings; J. R. Greer, Jr., who em- 
phasized the fact that the petition did not 
reflect’ in any manner on the integrity or 
good intent of the Council in ro- 
viding the best pavement obtainable, 
and P. G, Wooster, who said he would be 
satisfied with the present specifications if 
the contracting company would agree to 
keep the pavements in perfect condition 
for ten years. A pithy dialogue between 
Mr. Fish and Mr. Hutton, representing the 
Los Angeles Asphalt Company, was one of 
the special features of the occasion. 
Finally, the Councilmen left their seats, 
and everybody got to talking at once, until 
it sounded for all the world like a woman's 
mite 

The upshot of it all was that a motion 
was carried to postpone opening the bids 
for two weeks, in order to afford the peti- 
tioners time to procure something more than 
hearsay evidence to back up their case. 
At present the members of the Council are 
convinced that the specifications they have 
adopted provide for a pavement that will 
meet all requirements and prove satisfac- 
tory to the general public. y, however, 
ere willing to hold themselves open to con- 


viction, andif, at the end of two weeks, 
they are led to believe that the changes 
suggested by Mr. Mayer are desirable, new

An Important Decision Handed Down 
_ by Judge Campbell. 


The Case of the Riverside Water Com- 
pany Against R. H. Sargent and 
Others Settled—Capture of 
Elmer Walters, 


SAN BERNARDINO. 

Judge Campbell of the Superior Court 
handed down an important decision yester- 
day in the case of the Riverside Water 
Company against R. H. Sargent and others. 
The action was brought by the plaintiff to 
restrain the defendants from diverting the 
water from the Santa Ana River, about 
three miles above the plaintiff's headgate, 
the rights ot both parties being based upon 
appropriation. The opinion states: ‘‘'The 
plaintiff claims that it is entitled to divert 
all the water of the Santa Ana River that 
runs in it during the irrigating season, as 
against any rightof the detendants. The 
matter for consideration is, have the de- 
fendants shown q prior right to the plain- 
tiff? I think that the evidence unquestion. 
ably shows that they have. The only ques- 
tion then tor determination is as tothe ex- 
teutof that right.” After a deliberate dis. 
cussion of this poiptithe following decree 
was rendered: ‘I therefore conclude that 
the only satisfactory decree that can be en- 
teredin this case .o protect the defendants, 
without speculating upon their rights, is 


to award them the right tocontinue to di-J 
vertand use all the waters of the Santad 
riners, stating that Orange county's claim

These rates will remain in force 
until the 24th inst, inclusive, after 
which date only the rates as shown 
therein, as applying from Chicago and 
St. Louis territories and west thereof, 
as specified in the above tariff will ap- 
ply.

This indicates that on and after the 
24th there will be some demoralization 
of rates, which may not be of much 
benefit to the shipper, but will serve to 
confuse him.

to be made as the shipper may require. 
MORE COMBINATIONS. 

A special dispatch from Chicago,

It is an exclusive traffic 
contract on transcontinental and inter- 
mediate freight with the Rock Island, 
Burlington, Missouri Pacific, St. Paul, 
Alton, Chicago and Great Western, 
Wabash, Denverand Rio Grande and 
Rio Grande Western as the parties. To 
all intents and purposes the business of

SAN DIEGO’S NEW RAILROAD. 

San Diego is still working fora rail- 
road to Arizona. The directors of the 
San Diego and Phoenix Railroad have 
elected D. C. Reed president and H. G. 
Merrill secretary of the company. The 
Union of Sunday says: ‘‘The first step 
toward active work in starting the 
enterprise was taken yesterday, when 
t was filed in the County Clerk’s 
Oo the complaint in an action begun 
in the Superior Court by the San Diego 
and Phoenix Railroad against the San 
Diego Land and Town Company et al., 
for right-of-way from San Diego to the 
Colorado River. ‘The..comiplaint is a 
voluminous document of thirty-one le- 
gal cap pages, and sets out that it is the 
purpose of the San Diego and Phcenix 
Railroad Company to build from this 
city to a point on the Colorado River 
near Fort Yuma, along what is known 
as the ‘fold Texas Pacific route,’ and 
that a right-of-way of 100 feet in width 
is desired in building the road. The 
corporation seeks to-condemn certain 
pieces and parcels of land lying along 
the proposed route, and allof which 
land is owned by the persons named as 
defendants to the action. The plaintiff 
prays that in due time and in accord- 
ance to law the court make an order 
authorizing the plaintiff to take posses- 
sion of and use for the purposes set 
forth in the complaint all and’ singular 
of the portions of each and every of the 
tracts and parcels described as required 
for right-of-way, and-upon final hearing 
of the action, condemn the said lands 
for the purposes of right-of way for the 
San Diego and Phosnix Railway.”
